Housing Plan 
Asks Use Of 
Pension Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Chair* 
man Olin E. Teague, D*Tex., of 
the House Veterans Committee to­ 
day pushed a new housing plan 
which he said could pump hun 
dreds of millions of dollars from 
pension funds into homes for ex- 
servicemen, 
Teague made the proposal the

Tho Teague bill is designed lo 
make it possible, for the first 
time, for pension funds operated

Veterans 
Administration 
would guarantee IOO per cent re­ 
payment. Interest of 44 per cent 
would he paid. And, to make the 
plan more palatable to the pen­ 
sion operators, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration would handle Erfl pa­ 
per work. 
The agency would 
pass 
the 
money along to veteran home 
buyers at 54 per cent interest, 
with no downpayment required 
and repayment stretched over 30 
years. A one point discount would 
be charged as insurance. The plan 
would operate whereever private 
GI financing was not available. 
A spokesman for Teague said
